Further, the closest prior art of record (US' 142) does not teach or disclose a ready-to-use 
agent for oxidative coloring of keratin fibers comprising compound of the claimed formula (I). 
Furthermore, the closest prior art of record (US' 142) does not teach or disclose a method for

preparing the compound of a formula (I) as claimed. Accordingly, the claimed subject matter as 
a whole would not have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art of keratin fibers 
dyeing formulation or in the art of methanone derivatives preparation.
